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Egyptians throng Tahrir 
in support of army- 
backod revolt 


CAIRO (AFP) - Opponents 
of Egypt's deposed I si aim st 
president Mahamed Morsi 
packed Talinr Square in their 
tens of tliQusands on Sunday 
to show the world bis ouster 
was not a mililaiy coup but 
the reflection of the people's 
will. 

Staged as a counter-deniDii- 
strationtwo days after Islamist 
rallies exploded into deadly vi¬ 
olence, the protest raised the 
stakes as tlie country's interim 
leaders struggled to put to¬ 
gether a new government. 

As tlie crowds grew, wave 
after wave of military aircraft 
skimmed over the capital, 
with one formation leaving 
b ehind long trails of smoke in 
black, white and red -- the 
colours of tlie Egyptian flag. 

"We are on the street to 
show the world that it was a 
popular revolution and not a 
coup that overthrew" Morsi 
on Wednesday said a beam¬ 
ing teacher who gave her 
name as Magda. 

M any b aimers showed tlie 
protesters' anger with the 
United States for what tliey 
perceive as its support for 
Morsi, as well as American 


media coverage depicting his 
ouster as a coup. 

"America shame on youf 
Tins IS a revolution, not a 
coup!" read one, echoing a 
chant heard in Tahrir, again 
and again Others earned por¬ 
traits of army clnef Abdel 
Fattali al-Sisi, tlie general be¬ 
hind Morsi's ouster. 

President Barack Obama 
insisted overnight that the 
United States was "not 
aligned"' with any poll tied 
paity or group in Egypt fol¬ 
lowing Morsi's ouster. 

"The future path of Egypt 
can only be determined by 
the Egyptian people," tlie 
Wlnte House quoted him as 
saying. 

The Tamarod movement, 
which engineered tlie June 3D 
rallies that culminated in 
Morsi's Dvertlirow, had led 
calls for people to gather at 
Tahrir and Ittihadiya presi¬ 
dential palace to "complete 
the revolution". 

Their I si aim si nvals 
staged their own huge 
deiiionstrations in Cairo,, 
where police armed with 
Kalaslmikov assault rifles 
watched over the pro-Morsi 
demonstrators.

Erick weakens 
to tropical storm 
off Mexico coast 

MEXICO CITY (AFP) - Hurrh 

cane Erick was downgraded to 
a tropical slorm on Sunday 
after losing some of its punch 
without having touched land. 

Al 1800 SMT, Erick was 
ahoul 245 miles (395 kilome¬ 
ters] southeast of the southern 
tip of Baja California, according 
to the Miami based Mahonal 
Hurricane Center. 

Maximum sustained winds 
for Erick were 65 miles (100 
kilometers) per hour, moving 
toward the northwest at ID 
miles (17 kilometers) per hour. 

US weather forecasters 
said they still anticipate that the 
effects of the slorm would be 
palpable even though Erick re¬ 
mains offshore, with "iropical 
slorm conditions... jn Baja Cal¬ 
ifornia* by early Monday.

Logistical nightmare clouds 
Snowden's asylum hopes

MOSCOW (AFP) - Fugitive 
US intelligence leaker Edward 
Snowden was staling at the lo¬ 
gistical nightmare of escaping 
Russia for a safe haven in 
Latin Amenca on Sunday 
after thi'ee leftist leaders of¬ 
fered him asylum in their 
states, 

Bolivia on Saturday be¬ 
came the third country to ex¬ 
tend an offer of asylmn to the 
30-year-old former US Na¬ 
tional Secunty Agency (NSA) 
contractor after similai' guar¬ 
antees from Venezuela and 
Nicara^ta 

Bolivia will '^ve asylum 
to the Amencan, if he asks", 
Bolivian President Evo 
Morales said. 

All three nations have 
strained ties with Washington 
and represent Snowden's best 
options after his rejection by 
most of the 21 nations he had 
applied to for protection last 
week 

The fugitive himself re¬ 
mained hidden out of sight in 
a Moscow airport U'ansit zone 
for the 15th day on Sunday 
after arriving there upon 
spilling his US surveillance 
secrets in Hong Kong 

But Snowden was back in 
the press with a claim pub¬ 
lished on Sunday that the 
NSA operated broad secret 
spying partnerships witli otlier 
Western governments that ai'e 
now complaining about its 
progranunes. 

Snowden told the Geiman 
news weekly Der Spiegel that

NSA spies were "in bed to¬ 
gether with the Germans and 
most other Western states". 

Der Spiegel said it inter¬ 
viewed Snowden before Ins 
exposure of espionage prac¬ 
tises last month. 

Wasliington has urged Prus¬ 
sia to hand over Snowden as a 
gesture of good will because 
the two sides have no extradi¬ 
tion agreement. 

President Vladimir Putin — 
a fonner KGB spy who has 
often sparred with the Wliite 
House during his 13 years in 
p ower - has flatly reftised and 
suggested tliat Snowden had 
better quickly decide where he 
wanted to go. 

But Snowden's options at 
Moscow's Sheremetyevo air¬ 
port are limited because the 
only flights to Latin Amenca 
ai'e routed through Cuba -- a 
country that has remained 
conspicuously silent througli- 
out tlie dispute. 

Snowden also faces the 
risk of bis plane being 
grounded by a European 
country as happened to Bo¬ 
livia's Morales when he was 
suspected of trymg to smuggle 
the American ft'om Moscow 
earher tins week 

Snowden never boarded 
his plane out of Moscow for 
Cuba on June 24 for unex- 
plamed reasons. 

Analysts said it was likely 
that he was simply no t all owe d 
to board by the Russians be¬ 
cause he had no valid ti'ansit 
papers after his US travel pass- 
p ort. had been revoked. 

Neither do countries such 
as Bolivia and Venezuela have 
consular sections m Shereme¬ 
tyevo that could issue Snow¬ 
den with the required papers. 

The possibility of the 
American leaving Moscow 
with a foreign delegation is 
also shm given tliat dignitaries 
all fly to and from a sepai'ate 
aiiport called Vnukovo on the 
other side of Moscow to 
which Snowden has no ac¬ 
cess. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
The Asiana Arlines jet that 
crashed at San Francisco Ar- 
port ^vas "significantly 
below" Its target speed and its 
pilots asked to abort the land¬ 
ing just 15 seconds before 
impact, US investigators said 


National Transportation 
Safety Board chair Deborah 
Hersman said that air traffic 
control received a "call to go 
around' fromtlie Boeing 777 
aircraft and indicated that the 
engine was about to stall. 


'During the approach, the 
data indicate that the throttles 
were at idle and air speed was 
slowed below the target air 
speed," of 137 knots, Hers- 
man said at a press confer¬ 
ence in San Francisco, noting 
til at the plane was cleared for 
a visual approach given good 
weather. 

Asked about the speed at 
which the plane was travel¬ 
ing, Hersman stressed "^tliat 
the speed was signifrcEnitly 
beloiV' the target speed. 

"We have to talce another 
look at the raw data and cor¬ 
roborate it with radar and air 
traffic mfomiation to make 
sure we have a very precise 
speed But again, we ai'e not 
talking about a few knots 
here or there. We're talking 
about a significant amount of 
speed below 137,"' she said. 

Two teenage girls fi'om 
China were killed and 132 
people were injured -- mclud- 
111 g more than 40 seriously -- 
when the airliner ^crashed 
while landing at the airport 
on Saturday. 

Tlie plane's speed on ap¬ 
proach triggered an auto¬ 
matic emergency device 
called a "stickshaker" to warn 
the pilots that the plane was 
about to stall. 

Hersman said "Tlierewas 
a call out for a go around 
from one of the crew at 1.5 
seconds pnor to impact. Aid 
tlie call out IS a — is commu¬ 
nication between the crew 
that tiley want to go around, 
that means they want to not 
land but apply power and go 
around and try to land again." 

'Everything is on the 
table. It IS too early to rule 
aiiytluiig out,' she added 
noting that her team expected 
to be at the airport for around 
a week, probing tlie crash

Russian train derails near Black Sea, dozens injured

The Solar Impulse, winch

Past decade hottest on record, warming pace 
fastest: UN 



GENEVA (AFP) - The 31st 
centuiy's frrst decade was tlie 
hottest Dll record, with temper¬ 
atures rising at ati unprece¬ 
dented pace and weatlier 
extremes clamnng over 
370,000 lives, the Umted Na¬ 
tions said. 

Tins compares with tlie 
long-term average of 14 C 
(57.3 F), as measured from 
weatlier records dating back to 
isai. 

“This IS the warmest decade 
of this whole period," said 
WMO chief Michel Jairaud. 

When measured glob silly, 
every year of the decade ex¬ 
cept 30DS was among the 10 
wannest on record, the report 
sliDwed 

In 2001-2010, the average 
gl 0 b al temp erature j ump e d 
0.21 degrees (0.37F) over tlie 
previous decade. By compari¬ 
son, wanning rose by 0.14 C 
(0.25F) in the 1990s over the 
19S0s. 


Global warming is blamed 
on human activity such as in¬ 
dustrial emissions of heat¬ 
trapping greenhouse gases, 
chiefly carbon dioxide (C02}. 

Sceptics, however, suggest 
temperatures should be even 
Ingher according to estimates 
based on G02 levels and that 
global warming is therefore 
plateauing. 

“There's no plateau. If you 
filter out the very short-tenn 


variability, the last decade was 
the wannest by a sigmfrcant 
margin," Jairaud coiuitered. 

He backed suggestions that 
heat IS bang stored in the deep 
ocean, where it was bound to 
released in tlie fliture. 

Some doublers also point to 
recent harsh winters, or the 
cuiient sluggish start to the Eu- 
ropean summer, winch feeds a 
natural human tendency to 
grumble about tlie weatlier. 


"When you look at climate 
van ability and climate change, 
it's very imp ortant not to fo cu s 
on a particulai' pait of the 
world or to concentrate on a 
paiticularyear," saidJairaud. 

Based on surveys of 139 
countries, the WMO report 
showed tliat nearly 94 percent 
registered their warmest 
decade in 2001-3010, wlnle 44 
percent reported nationwide 
temperature records dunng the 
period 

Floods were the most fi‘e- 
quent exti'eme event during tlie 
decade, such as tliose in 2010 
in Pakistan tliat killed some 
2,000 people and affected 30 
million others, the WMO said. 

Hie number ofpeoplekilled 
by floods fell by 43 percent, 
and tliose who pen shed in 
storms by 16 percent over the 
decade, thanks to better eaiiy 
warning systems and increased 
preparedness 


Despite this, the first 10 
years of the 21 st century regis¬ 
tered more than 370,000 
deaths linked to weather ex¬ 
tremes, up 20 percent fi'oni the 
previous decade. 

The increase was mainly 
due to heatwaves in Europe in 
2003 and in Russia m 2010, 
which helped push the global 
h eatwav e de atb to 11 to 
136,000, compared to just 
6,000 111 tlie previous decade. 

"When the question is 
asked, is it due to climate 
change, our tiaditonal answer 
has been in most cases we can¬ 
not tell you, we cannot attnb- 
ute a single event to climate 
change, because these events 
results from many complex in¬ 
teractions," said Jarraud 

"However, because of cli¬ 
mate change, we expect these 
things to become more fi'e- 
quent or moremtense. Change 
has increased tlie probability," 
he said.

LOS ANGELES (AFPf - Dwight 
Howard, the most coveted 
player in the NBA's 2013 free 
agent class, will depart the 
Los Angeles Lakers for the 
Houston Rockets, the former 
Defensive Player of the Year 
announced.
